It was the custom of members of 
the p olice force to allow the treas 
urer of the relief association to c o l­ 
lect fees due p olicemen, but Police 
Judge Gifford decided that p olice­ 
men were not entitled to fees, and 
p ut a stop to the custom. 
The case decided y esterday was 
brought by the association to c o m ­ 
p el the p olice judge by m andam us 
to allow fees to p oliceman W. J. 
Clark . 
The court of ap p eals holds 
that under the law authorizing the 
organization of the association it is 
undoubtedly entitled to the fees. 
The decision will mak e a differ­ 
ence of some thousands of dollars 
each y ear to the association.

All the members of the council 
were present at last nighPs meeting, 
with Councilman Ilgenfritz presid­ 
ing.

man was referred to Mayor Hastain, 
A remonstrance against sidewalks 
on Thirteenth street, between Ohio 
and Engineer streets, was read and 
placed on file. 
A petition asking for the appoint­ 
ment of J. T. 
Engelbrecht as a 
special and 
merchant 
policeman 
was referred to the mayor* 
A petition for an arc light at 
Tenth and Vermont streets was re­ 
ferred io the committee on police, 
gas and electric lights. 
M atf & 
Roberts were 
granted 
thirty days’ extension of time for 
the completion of district sewer No. 
14, on account of bad weather. An 
ordinance granting 
the extension 
was passed. 
The claim of H. Rohwer for dam­ 
ages from change of grade in front 
of his property on 
West 
Fourth 
street was read. 
The amount of 
the claim is $100. 
The claim was 
referred to the city counselor and 
engineer. 
Mr. Russell’s claim for damages 
by reason of a sewer emptying on
